Dear Major Gaccia, 

I am sending you in a separate parcel a book belonging 
to the Foreign Office which contains "The Constitution of the 
German Empire”.(State Papers,vol,61.p.58). Would you please 
see that the volume is returned to the Foreign Office when 
finished with. 

With reference to your letter of October 20th,with 
regard to Zionism,! am sending you with the volume mentioned 
above,a copy of "Zionism and the Jewish Future",which will 
give you some idea of Zionist aspirations. Declarations of 
sympathy with the Zionist aspirations were made first by the 
British Government on November 2nd.1917,since when declaration 
have been made by the French and Italian Governments,and by 
President Wilson in a letter to Chief Rabbi Wise of New York, 
in September 1918. None of these undertakings affected 
sovereignty of the country and no undertaking has been made 
with regard to the formation either now or hereafter of a 
Jewish State. 

In March 1918,the British Government sent out to Palestine 
an Inter-Allied Zionist Commission under the presidency of Dr. 
Weizmann,the Professor of Chemistry at Owen’s College, 
Manchester and Chairman of the English Zionist Federation. 

On April 27th.1918 ,Dr. Weizmann delivered a carefully worded 
speech at Jerusalem to the leaders of the Jewish,Christian 
and Moslem communities of Jerusalem,in which he stated that 
it was no part of Zionist aspirations to take or to seek to 
take the supreme political power in Palestine,but that 
Zionists wished the supreme political power and administration 
of the country to be placed in the hands of one and only one 
of the Allied democratic Western powers as trustee for the 
League of Nations. 

Zionist policy is controlled by the Zionist Organisation,

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London Bureau.175 Piccadilly,where representatives of the 
Zionist Organisation in different countries,including Russia, 
meet from time to time. Their present propaganda is being 
directed in favour of a British Palestine. 

Dr.VTiezmann has recently returned from Palestine,and 
is at this moment engaged in conducting a series of negotiat - 
ions with the Foreign Office. There are very few official 
documents dealing with the subject,other than my own report 
on"Political Conditions in Palestine",made by me to the Foreign 
Office in August 1918. Should you desire a copy of this,I will 
ask the Foreign Office to approve the issue of a copy to you. 

If you require further information on the subject,and let me 
know exactly what it is,I can provide it. 

With regard to your letter l/S/l,dated October 20th.,I 
am submitting a copy of your letter to the Political 
Intelligence Department of the Foreign Office,asking them to 
furnish the material you ask for.
